WASHINGTON-(/P)—A bill appro- 


priating $890,824,037 for the 19-12 farm 
program and other activities of the 
agriculture department was sent lo 
Ihe house Monday by ils appropria- 
• lions committee. 


The total was a reduction of §4,- 


927,934 from the budget estimate and 
a $193,023,502 cut from the appropria- 
tion for the current year, A tech- 
nical change in manner of financing

reduction.

Down in the Balkans an invader 


may be something more sinister than 
a guest — lie may be an in-law. 


Bulgaria might burn down her house 


to get rid of a guest — but an in-law 
would be willing to burn the house 
down for her and then sit in the 
ashes. 


And that's how Bulgaria is situat- 


ed today. And the reason is that she 
lives in the Balkans, where most of 
(he people arc 
related 
cither by 


blood or by marriage, and even the 
languages arc 
faintly akin to each 


other. 


Sometimes we Americans think it 


is tragic because of the whole West- 
ern Hemisphere only the United Stales 
and Canada have a common people 
and a common tongue. 


But if the Balkans— the bloody Bal- 


kans—arc any lesson to us, we have 
much to be thankful for that there 
are only two of us in the Western 
Hemisphere. 


You would think that the many lit- 


tle nations of the Balkans, pressed 
tightly together by geography, more 
or less allied by culture and lan- 
guage, and with a thousand-year re- 
cord of double-crossing and blood 
and failure behind them, would by 
this lime have learned to make -a 
common front against the larger po- 
, 
,

Nearly All to 
Report Income 


All Business 
Houses and Land- 
owners Affected 


Practically every business operator 


in Hope, and nearly every landown- 
ing farmer, must file a federal income 
tax return, regardless whether any 
actual tax is lo be paid, the local pub- 
lic was warned Monday by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. The deadline 
for filing returns is Saturday, March 


A deputy collector arrived in Hope 


Monday and will remain at the local 
postoffico all this wqek to assist and 
advise local taxpayers in preparing 
their returns. Office hours are 8:30. 
a. m. to 4:30 p. m. While returns will 
not actually be made by the deputy, 
taxpayers arc urged to bring him their 
facts and figures so he can analyze 
them and suggest the manner in which 
their return is to be made and whether 
there is any liability for tax. 


It was explained Monday''that the 


new federal income lax law is based 
on gross iix.'omc rather than net in- 
come as in past years. 
" 


Any married person with a gross in- 


come in 1940 of $2,000 or more, any 
single person with a gross income of 
5800 or more, and any partnership re- 
gardless of its amount of business, 
must file a return even though their 
deductions show that they owe no 
tax. 


Prior to this year the liability for 


filing a return was based on net 
income, that is, gross income less the 
allowable deduclions. Now, however, 
a return must be filed based on gross 
income, although the usual deductions 
which will be taken off may show 
that no tax is owed. 


The only change in the tax rate 


concerning the average taxpayer is 
the addition of the National Defense 
Tax—which is, 10 per cent of the tax, 
if any owed (not 10 per cent of net 
income, but 10 per cent of tax on in- 
come).

Germans Say 
Their Troops 
Are Only 'Guests' 
of Bulgaria 


By the Associated Press 


Turkey and Greece were declared 


to be speeding border defenses Mon- 
day as German armored troops over- 
ran Bulgaria and raqptl to the fron- 
tiers of Britain's allies in the Balkans. 


Dispatches from the troubled zone 


reported this development and said 
'Turkey had called up all naval re- 
servists, rushed wanships to the Dar- 
danelles, and barred passage of thai 
strategic waterway between the Black 
Sea and the Mediterranean to all 
ships without a permit. 


Nazi legions swarming across pon- 


toon bridges spanning the Danube 
river were reported lo have quickly 
'established positions at four Bulgar- 
,ian towns within rapid striking clis- 
,lance of Greece or Turkey,

To Sever Relations 


LONDON —(A*)— Authoritative Bri- 


,ish sources dccalarcd Monday a break 
n diplomatic relations with 
Axis- 


ifignod Bulgaria "was imminent" and 
-would come as soori as the situation 
there became either "dangerous or 
humiliating." 


That time, they added, "apparently 


has just about been reached." 


George Rendel, British minister to 


Sofia, was said to have been author- 


j ized to sever the relations "as quick- 
ly as he sees fit." 


Officials here laughed at the sug- 


gestion made by a German spokes- 
man in Berlin that Rendel might re- 
main in Sofia since German troops 
are in Bulgaria as guests. 
"They said it was highly improbable 
that Rendel would remain, They had 
not received definite word from him 
concerning his plans for departure 
but suggested Ibis mighl be due to 
slowness of communications. 


Britain shielded her next move in 


the new southeastern European sit- 
uation created by Germany's military 
occupation 
of Bulgaria except for 


indications thai Ihe first step would 
be severance of diplomatic relations 
with Sofia. 


Whether this action would be fol- 


lowed by air attacks on the Nani 
legions or other moves remained the 
secret of tho strategists charting the 
nation's war plans. 


The News-Chronicle 
reflected 
a 


common view that "for some weeks" 
it had been known what Bulgaria 
would do "and so preparations had 
been made by Britain and her allies 
to meet the situation."

Germans Arc "Guests" 


BERLIN —(/I')— German troops en- 


tered Bulgaria as guests of the coun- 
try, a spokesman declared Monday and 
arc in no sense an occupying force 
controlling Bulgarian affairs. 


The spokesman said there was no 


comparison, for example, with the 
situation in occupied Denmark, be- 
cause Bulgaria, which signed the Axis 
partnership pact last Saturday, is in 
alliance with Germany and approved 
the presence of the troops. 


Consequently, it was added, the Bri- 


tish minister in Sofia could remain 
undisturbed—if he did not mind sec- 
ing German soldiers from his window. 


German Troops on the AIovc 


SOFIA — (/I1)— Reports filtering in- 


to Sofia from 
Ihe provinces Mon- 


day said the entire country was fill- 
ing up with German troop units mov- 
ing swiftly southward toward Greece, 
and southeast toward Turkey. 


The Vanguard of thesa troops al- 


ready has reached the Greek front- 
ier—at one point only G5 miles from 
vital Salonika—and it was understood 
here that Britain probably would break 
off diplomatic relations with Bulgaria 
by mid-week. 


King Boris was suid by a highly 


reliable source to have given Bri- 
tish Minister George Rendel no en- 
couragement lo remain when the two 
conferred here Sunday night. Pre- 
viously Rendel was said to have in- 
formed the king that the break pro- 
bably would come Tuesday and that 
a state of war "undoubtedly" would 
follow. 


Sofia itself rapidly took on the as- 


pect of a military camp with hundreds 
of Nazi officers arriving hourly.

WASHINGTON W- The War De- 


partment disclosed Monday that it 
had, ordered "a limited quantity" of 
low-cost gas masks for non-combat- 
ants. 


Officials said the masks were* de- 


signed to meet the requirements of a 
military commander in providing pro- 
tection against gas for non-combat- 
ants remaining in areas under military 
jurisdiction and control. 


"The non-combatant gas mask, how- 


ever, is of a type which the War 
Department believes would be suit- 
able for general civilian use," a for- 
mal announcement said. 


"Ihe 
mask 
provides 
protection 


against all known war gasses in the 
tame manner as does the service gas 
mask issued the troops, but it is not 
designed for the long life and rugged 
use of the service gas mask."

The Norwegian legislative body, in 


the very face of the glinting bayonets, 
has steadfastly refused to give Quisl- 
ing any support whatever. At one 
stage even the Germans removed him 
as MeCarthy-in-Chief, but had to put 
him back, apparently because no other 
native talent would volunteer. 


Landslides, snowslides, and other 


'natural disasters" embarrassing to the 
German conquerors, began to pile 
up. The concentration camps grew 
larger, 
stricter, 
more 
oppressive. 


Preachers in the Norse churches re- 
fused to bow the knee, and are now 
being hobbled. An effort*' to raise n 
legion of Norwegian volunteers 
to 


fight under Quisling for Germany 
flopped dismally. Loyal to their king. 
Norwegians took every opportunity 
to show a belated antipathy to their 
conquerors, who grow less happy as 
each day passes.
